A warning to motor car drivers 
on lost licenses was issued this week 
by Justice of the Peace Howard C.

Ac- 
cordingly, it is suggested that motor- 
ists keep a record of their driver's 
license number, so that in case the 
license is lost, a duplicate license can 
be furnished by the State Board at a 
cost of fifty cents. 

"Otherwise, if no record of the 
license number is kept, it will be 
necessary for the loser of a license 
to secure a learner's permit, and 
undergo the entire process of taking 
out a new license."

sioners at Norristown. These show 
a heavy enrollment of Republican 
voters in all parts of Montgomery 
county. 

There is a typical "on" year reg- 
istration, and in the county at large 
there are 92,375 voters eligible to 
vote in the primaries. There were 
21,319 who 'failed to enroll. 

In the borough of Narberth the 
percentage of enrolled voters is most 
satisfactory. There are 2432 reg- 
istered voters here, and of this num- 
ber 2256 enrolled during the reg- 
istration days early last month. Only 
176 neglected to sign up-. 

In the county and the township 
at large there -are more men enrolled 
than women, but in Narberth there 
are more eligible women voters than 
men. Women outnumber the men 
in every one of the three districts. 

The figures are : 

Republican : District 1 , 316 men 
and 348 women ; District 2, 363 
men and 401 women ; District 3, 
235 men and 264 women. 

Democratic: District 1, 55 men 
and 70 women ; District 2, 67 men 
and 61 women ; District 3, 42 men 
and 76 women.
